Year Leases 


ANILA, Aug. 10.—De- 

velopment of the Phil- 
ippines as a rubber growing 
country is provided for in a 
bill introduced in the lower 
house of the islands Legisla- 
ture yesterday, which pro- 
vides for leasing a maximum 
of 450,000 acres of land to 
any one corporation for rub- 
ber production. 

The bill, known as the Rubber | 
Land Act, requires that 61 
cent. of any such 
must be owned by 
United States or of 
pines. The land may 
for a period of 75 years, 
end *of which period the land re- 
verts to the Philippines.

After 
the sixth Year, the lesees would 
be required to pay an annual 
rental of 12 cents an acre. 

The measure also provides that 
no lessee shall hold more than 
50,000 acres in one tract and that 
each tract leased must be separ- | 
ated from any other tract held by! 
the same lessee by a distance of, 
one mile. 

Gov. Gen. Wood and native lead- 
ers both have expressed a desire to! 
see the rubber resources of the ls- 
lands developed, as have American | 
rubber manufacturers who have! 
visited the islands. 

In his message to the Legislature } 
when it opened this summer, Gov. 
Gen. Wood urged that some meas- 
ure be adopted that would expedite 
and facilitate rubber production, 
but he cautioned the Legislature to 
include safeguards in any act 
adopted that would insure to the 
people of the Philippines and to the 
United States prior rights in the 
development and retain control of 
the land and its development within 
the islands.

The coach lines are incorporat- 
ed with 1,500 shares of no par 
value stock and $30,000 preferred 
stock. 

This bears out partly the pre- 
dictions of some of the officials of 
the Indiana public service com- 
mission who over a year ago stat- 
ed that in time all bus lines in the 
state would be consolidated into 
not more than seven corporations 
or companies. 

Operating losses sustained by the 
smaller lines operating in southern 
Indiana was given as the principal 
reason for the consolidation with 
the larger companies. 

Many bus companies in southern 
Indiana have failed, due to the 
failure of standard bus equipment 
to hold up under the punishment 
of climbing the steep hills.

Connecticut Drops the Bars 


N a recent issue of The Automotive Daily News appeared | 
an item from Hartford, Connecticut, to the effect that | 
Robbins Stoeckel, commissioner of motor vehicles, intends 
asking that the present limitations of the use of the state’s 
roads by motorists from other states be eliminated in favor 
_of complete reciprocity. At the present time out-state 
motorists in Connecticut have the privilege of using the! 
roads for fifteen days, after which they must obtain the 
regular state licenses. Under the new law out-state drivers 
will have the same privileges that are accorded Connecticut 
car owners in their states. 
This is decidedly a step forward. Circulation of | 
motor vehicles should be as free as air, regardless of 
state boundaries. This question of limiting motorists 
from other states in their use of the roads has been the 
cause of many bitter fights, dating back to the early 
days of motoring. Mr. Stoeckel is to be congratulated 
on his stand in behalf of freedom of operation. These 
state limitations are bound to disappear, and Connec- 
ticut has marked a step forward. 


Wall Street Prophecies 


T has long been held that movements of the stock market 
indicate the business trends of the next few months. If 
recent movements in automotive stocks are accurate 
prophets, we certainly are in for a banner period. With 
General Motors fairly sweeping above 200 and the rest of 
the motor list showing strength, the industry ought to break 
all records this year. 

Other indications besides stock movements suggest a 
banner year in 1926. While full production figures are not 
yet available for the six months, it is almost certain that 
when they are announced a new record will have been 
established. It remains for the last half of the year to 
maintain the pace. When the year began, most authorities 
held that we would probably fall a little behind the 1925 
record, but those same authorities are now predicting a 
higher total than they had dared hope. It may easily be 
that we shall pass the high mark of 1925 by one or two
